SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine contains a photographic essay depicting a sequence of sex between a 
man and woman. The main event depicted in this is anal intercourse. The 
photographs present the activity in detailed shots, occasionally cropped around the 
genitals. The reductive effect of these shots, with a particular focus on the woman 
pictured, is considered to dehumanise her. The dehumanising imagery of the woman 
does not, however, dominate the publication, in which both the man and woman 
present as active participants. 

Due to the explicit presentation of sex throughout the magazine, it is considered to be 
likely to be injurious to the public good unless restricted to an adult audience.

Consideration is taken of the rights and freedoms outlined under the New Zealand Bill 
of Rights Act 1990. Restriction to an adult audience under the Film, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993 is inconsistent with the rights and freedoms 
outlined under the NZBR Act, but is considered to be a reasonable limit prescribed by 
law under the FVPC Act to avoid the causing of harm to the public good. Therefore 
the publication is classified as:
